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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6-15, 22, 23, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shavit et al. (US Patent 4,799,159) in view of Perkowski (US Patent 
5,950,173) and Examiner's Official Notice. 

Shavit et al. discloses a computer program product for a revenue model in a 
network-based supply chain management framework but is silent regarding advertising 
to the user in accordance with the analysis. Perkowski discloses that it is known in the 
art to provide a user with advertising information to provide users information about 
products and suppliers of desired products. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the computer 
program product for a revenue model in a network-based supply chain management 
framework of Shavit et al. with the advertising as taught by Perkowski, in order to 
provide buyers (stores) with product information and supplier information to obtain 
desired products. 

Examiner takes Official Notice that it is notoriously old and well known in the art 
of trade to charge a commission to third parties based on volumes of products and/or 
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services sold and for usage of trade services to pay the sales service for the services 
rendered. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the computer program product for a revenue model 
in a network-based supply chain management framework of Shavit et al. and 
Perkowski, as modified above, with commission and/or usage fees of Examiner's 
Official Notice, in order to provide the sales service the ability to generate revenue for 
the services provided. 

Examiner takes Official Notice that it is notoriously old and well known in the art 
of marketing to reduce prices for a period of time in order to allow sellers the ability to 
promote a product and increase sales. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the computer 

program producffor a revenue moderin~a~network-based supply-chain-management 

framework of Shavit et al. and Perkowski, as modified above, with a price reduction for 
a period of time of Examiner's Official Notice, in order to allow sellers the ability to 
promote a product and increase sales.
